All  leaves  of  absence  and  furloughs,  by  whomsoever  given,  unless 
by  the  War  Department,  are,  from  this  date,  null  and  void,  and  all 
officers  and  privates  capable  of  service  will  immediately  rejoin  their 
respective  commands.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  corps,  regi¬ 
ment,  military  post,  or  other  command,  will  see  that  the  muster 
directed  in  General  Orders,  No.  92,  current  series,  be  made  on  the  18tli 
instant,  and  that  all  absentees  be  marked  as  therein  directed.  All 
persons  so  marked  as  absent  will  be  considered  as  absent  without 
proper  cause  until  they  shall  adduce  evidence  before  a  military  court 
or  commission  to  show  that  such  absence  was  occasioned  by  one  of 
the  three  causes  specified  in  General  Orders,  No.  92;  and  until  the 
action  of  such  court  or  commission  they  will  receive  no  pay.
